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rated by a special met on April 9. 1850, by
which its capital and scoumulated funds
waore required to be invested in first-class ve-
curities, but under a supplembnt passed
April 8, 1837, the officers had unlimited
powers in the investment of the funds of the
incorporation, and the discretion of these
officers was the ozly security the stockhold-
ersand policy holders had for the proper
mansgement of their financial interesta.

“This company,” says Commissioner
Forster, “has not formany years had o first-
class standing on ascount of the peculiar
methods employed in 1ts management, which
crested alarm and distrust, and designedly
so, for the purpose of enabling the purchase
of policies at less than their real value.
More than ten yesrs sgo = contract was
made with a New York company, the agents
of which visited the policy holders of the
American, and in order to induce them to
surrender their policies for leis tham they
were worth, revreseoted that the company
was

IN A FAILIXG CONDITION.

“At this time it was amply able to pay
sll of its policy obligstions &t their matur-
ity. After this the American ceased to be
an insurance company, exvept in Dame.
The euspicion snd distrost eogendered by
this proceeding prevented it from securing
sny large smount of new business, and, in-
deed, it did pot seem to encourage acees-
sions to the pumber of its policy holders.

“The apparent aim of the management
was to reduce and finally extinguish the
policy obligations upoa terms most favorsble
to the corporation, that is, the stockholders,
with the ultimste view of enbancing the
market value of the stock, or dividing the
surplus, or, perhaps, of engaging ex-
clusively in the trust business permitted
by the charter. The insurance in force has
diminished from §33,000,000 in 1573, the
first report made to this department, to less
than $4 000,000 at the close of 1889, when
the last report was made. The reserve, cal-
culated secordiug to the legal standard, was
in 1873 only 11 per cent of the amount of
the insurance, while in 1880 it was 37 per
cent of; the insurance, showing that the re-
maining poliey holders are mostly of ad-
vaneed ages, and thet a large proportion of
the policies are paid up.”

RECELESS FINANCIERING.

A fter referring to the fact thst the mortal-
ity o1 the company bad fora number of years
been largely in excess of the tabular rate,
or that provided by the premiums, the In-
surance Commissioner says:

“But it was not excessive mortslity that
wronght the financial rain of the company,
Wien the lnte masagers obtained a con-
trelling interest of the stock, for which not
less than par was paid, it was hoped that
they would, by sirict business methods, re-
siore the company to publie confidence, In-
stead of doing so they used the funds en-
trusted to their control for speculative ven-
tures. The financial eontrel of the cor-
poration was commitied $o = enferie
of the most reckless and wision-
ary speculators, who loaned the
money of the company to themselyes
upon the stocks and bonds of en tions
with which they were affilinted. his they
did with the expectation, no doubt, that
these ventures would prove profitable to
themselves and not harmful to the com-
pany; snd it requires the utmost charity to
attribute to them no greater fsult than an
error of judgment in thus imperiling their
own stock nswell as the ioterests of the
policy holders, of which they were the law-
1ul trustees,

“There is no evidence that they have
profited personally by their svstem of finan-
clering, although they undoubtedly mesnt
to do so; and in view of the ruin they have
sccomplished one isata loss to determine
whether their conduet was dominated by in-
sune recklessness or by deliberate intention
to defraud.”
